New York, November 26.—Four 
years passed before the Volstead era 
produced a hero. The business of 
smuggling liquor into America re- 
mained about as romantic as the 
cloak and suit trade. 

“Rummy Bill.” 

But William F. McCoy has emerg- 
ed from the Atlantic,coast fogs as 
the handsome, glamorous, soft-spoken, 
well-educated and prosperous Cap- 
tain Kidd of the offshore rum traffie, 

Picturesque and _ distinguished— 
that’s Bill McCoy all over. Six feet 
tall, the owner of the Tomoka, 
seized Sunday beyond the three-mile 
limit by federal officials; well- 
dressed, forty, perfectly manicured 
and with a Harvard accent acquired 
on the Florida coast. 

Reasons for Pride. 

If this does not throw sufficient 
romance about Mr. McCoy—well, he 
had $60,000 or $70,000 in currency 
stuffed carelessly in his pocket when 
American law reached out, six miles 
or so into the high seas, where Bri- 
tannia used to rule the waves, and 
seized him and his yacht of British 
registry. 

Proud is McCoy of his American 
citizenship. He is proud, too, of the 
expert gunnery of the American navy 
that sent four shells skittering across 
the water so near the Tomoka tbat 
her British crew was fanned into a 
faint spell. 

But McCoy is proudest of all be- 
cause he has been earning several 
lundeved thensand dollars a year.

St. Paul, Minn., November 26.— 
Secret service operatives are trailing 
an alleged two-million-dollar counter- 
feiting ring which is flooding the na- 
tion with fake war saving stamps, it 
was learned here Monday. 

Federal authorities at Washington 
are about to notify all banks and 
postoffices that the government will 
not be responsible for any counter- 
feit saving stamps cashed, and postal 
inspectors and secret service men are 
joining forces in a nation-wide at- 
tempt to round up the band, accor- 
ing to operatives detailed on the case 
here. 

The counterfeit stamps are describ- 
ed as “excellent imitatious of the genu 
ine.” They are all of the $5 denomi- 
nation and are payable January I, 
1924, it is declared. 

The search for the counterfeiters is 
centering in St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
and it is declared that $500,000 of 
the bogus stamps may be in circulation 
in the twin cities and the nearby ter- 
ritory.

Ten hours after she first splashed 
anchor, a revenue cutter and tugs 
helped crowd the big craft into quar- 
antine against the tide, but during 
the inspection her bow swung outward 
again. It was necessary because of 
her ponderous bulk and the close 
quarters to take her out into uraves- 
end Bay, swing her around and make 
another swing before she got into the 
North river—just missing a slack tide 
which would have delayed her another 
six hours. She docked two hours 
later with her passengers, including 
Mr. Farley, irate over the delay.

LaGrange college is the only col- 
lege belonging exclusively to the 
North Georgia conference. 


There was much applause when 
Mr. Lovejoy said that the laws of 
Georgia compelled a father to recog: 
nize his child and support it. 

The work of the alumnae at pres 
ent is raising funds for the Rufus 
Smith Memorial library. 

The history of LaGrange college is 
interesting. Instituted in 1831, it 
was, even in its infancy, an academy 
of high grade. Its first teacher of 
note was the Rev. Thomas Stanley. 
At the time of its founding there 
were few institutions in the world 
devoted solely to the higher educa- 
tion of girls and young women. 

In the year 1847, under the presi- 
dency of J. T. Montgomery, a char- 
ter was procured, and LaGrange in- 
stitute became LeGrange Female 
college, with all the rights of con- 
ferring degrees, honors and other dis- 


and universities. 

After several years of prosperity— 
often two hundred and fifty girls be- 
ing in attendance—the entire prop- 
erty was sold to the Georgia annual 
conference of the M. E. church, south. 
In September, 1857, the college be- 
gan its distinctive work of Christian 
education, under the presidency of the 
Rev. W. C. Connor. In the ensuing 
years it received patronage from 
every section of the south. 

Under the presidency of the Rev. 
W. M. Harris, D. D., in 1859, it took 
precedence over all church schools in 


uate class in the south Of this 
al Mrs. Alice Culler Cobb, after- 
wards a successful teacher in Wes- 
leyan Female college, was an honor 
ed graduate. 

The work of the college was arrest- 
ed by a most disastrous fire in 1860. 
However, after the close of the civil 
war the Rev. James R. Mason. 
through his perseverance and in- 
domitable energy, succeeded in re 
building and the college started on 
a long and successful career. 

In 1885 Rufus Wright Smith be- 
came president and served until his 
death in 1915. During his adminis- 
tration the property was nearly 
quadrupled in value and its curricu- 
lum was advanced to that of a stand- 
ard college. 

No man ever engaged in educational 
work in Georgia was better known, 
and certainly none é¢ver rendered more 
consecrated service to education. A 
scholar, a philosopher, a statesman 
in thought and constructive work, he 
was not less in his services to his 
state than Arnold of Rugby was to 
his countrymen. To Rufus Wright 
Smith, LaGrange college owes, large- 
ly, its great history and fine tradi- 
tions. 

In May, 1915, Miss Daisy Davies 
was elected to succeed Dr. Smith, who 
died on January 2 of that year. After 
five years of service Miss Davies re- 
signed in May, 1920. 

Upon the resignation of Miss 
Davies, W. E. Thompson was elect: 
ed to succeed ber and is now presi- 
dent. 

LaGrange college is located in the 
city of LaGrange, Troup county, 
Georgia. 

The college is situated on a hill, 
one-half mile from the business por- 
tion of the» town. The campus, 
which is 12 acres in extent, is 832 
feet above the sea level, in a region 
on the upper side of Pine mountain, 
with natural drainage in all direc 
tions. The extreme cold of the 
higher mountains and the heat of the 
lower lands are both avoided.

| BITS OF NEW YORK LIFE

New York, November 26.—Someone 
has said the most logical point to 
start seeing New York is at the south- 
ernly tip of the island—the Battery. 
It is here New York btlges with his- 
torical tradition, There is a mean- 
ing way back in history fot every 
curve and twist. 

Dutch wooden shoes beat out the 
path and sheep used to graze on every 
spot where a skyseraper now pierces 
the heavens. tt was at the tiny 
triangular part at the foot of Broad- 
way that Governor Peter Minuit in 
1626 gave the Indians $24 for the 
whole of Manhattan Island. 

Broad. Street—the home of the’ 
money grubbers—was on¢e a canal | 
and the first-settlers built their homes | 
along its banks.. The first settlers | 
were four familles of the Walloons 
who arrived from Holland in 1623. 
Williams Street was once Mill Street 
so named for the old horse mill where 
Sunday meetings were held, 

_ The narrowest street in town is 
Nassau. It was originally Pie Wo- 
man’s lane and is still lined with lit- 
tle lunch counter places, where ste- 
nographers and clerks go fer a hurried 
mid-day snack. At noon Nassau bars 
vehicular * traffic and pedestrians 
overrun the street. 

Fraunces tavern is not much 
changed by time. It is the place 
where Washington bade farewell to 
his troops. Luncheon is served there 
and it is filled with mementos of that 
touching period. In those days houses 
were rented for $20 a year and the 
town was lighted by lanterns hung 
from a.pole at evéry seventh house. 

Big signs on the street corners 
warned that all hogs allewed loose 
would be shot. Hach settler was 
forced to sweep in front of his home 
each Friday morning. Wall Street 
was then overrun with pigs, but of 
a different variety from those that 
now flood the street. 

Where the fine statue of George 
Washington stands in front of the 
sub-treasury there was the whipping 


post for criminals and also the cage 
where offenders were -exposed to 
taunts of passers-by. 


I asked a sightseeing. barker who 
traverses the Bowery what point of 
interest attracted the visitors more 
than anything else. He said more 
people asked to see the original home 
of Steve Brodie’s saloon at No. 114 
Bowery than any other. 


There has been nothing triumphal 
about the appearance of the Marion- 
ettes in New York. The artless pup- 
pets thirlled Paris and London for 
two years. Although called little 
they are really life-sized. It is in- 
teresting to see them move their eyes, 
lips, scratch their ears, use fans, drink 
from bottles and apparently speak, 
sing and dance. Yet the strings can 
be seen from any part of the house 
and this spoils the illusion for most 
anyone, 


Now and then one sees a touch of 
real home life in New York. Passing 
along Madison avenue a caretaker in 
one of the mansions Id Jeft his base- 
ment window uncurtained.

HEALTH TALKS

STILL MORE SEBORRHEA. 

I feel highly gratified with the suc- 
cessful outcome of our latest talk 
about seborrhea, for we managed not 
vniy to abolish the myth of “pores,” 
with their chimerical trapdoor action, 
but also actually got in a good recipe 
for enlarged pores, 

Today we have still more seborrhea 
—you will remember that the state 
known as “enlarged pores” is sepor- 
rhea, an exce-sive formation of sebum 
or skin oil by the sebaceous glands of 
the skin. This seborrhea is an ex- 
ceedingly prevalent condition: when 
far advanced it amounts to various 
forms of dandruff of the scalp and 
evebrows—it is a common forerunner 
of acne—the blackheads and pimples 
which most boys and girls so needless- 
ly worry about. Seborrhea is also re- 
sponsible for the deplorable denuda- 
tion of the calvarinm among more in- 
telligent men of noble character. I 
am sorry I was never told about this 
until it was too late, but I want to 
do al] I can to warn other men in 
this class of the fate in store for 
them. Where too many of us super- 
men shine is over the surface of the 
coco. The brilliance of the denuded 
dome is due, not so much to stretch- 
ing of the scalp by the bulging gray 
i as it is té a free flow of 
oil. 
The annoying oiliness or greasi- 
ness of the hair which many young 
women complain of is seborrhea. 

Yonth is very oily. The achool boy's 
famous shining morning face is a 
faint beginning of seborrhea, and the 
girl powdering her nose is struggling 
vainly to conceal the first tonch of 
this same widespread affliction. Had 
Shakespeare been «ap on physiology, 
Antony would have noticed a little 
shine on the rose of youth that Caesar 
wore. One of the surest signs of the 
passing of youth is the diminishing 
xecretion of skin oil; many of the 
skin troubles of people past maturity 
are attributable to lack of this oil. 
Old complexions are often improved 
by oil, such as cold and other creams. 

Another excellent recipe for simple 
sehorrhea (excessive oiliness of the 
skin, and so-called “enlarged pores,” is 
a solution of 10 grains of resorcin in 
one ounce of alcohol or any such alco- 
holie lotion as witch hazel extract, 
bay rum, cologne water or any toilet 
water. This may be used to mop the 
skin of the face night and morning, 
by means of p of cotton or a 


pare this, better ask for about four 
ounces; that is 40 grains of resorcin 
dissolved in four ounces of grain alco- 
hol or any of the aleoholie liquids 
mentioned. The same solution, applied 
sparingly to the scalp by parting the 
hair here and there and rubbing the 
solution on with the finger tips or by 
spraying it on forcibly with the ato- 
mizer tip touching the scalp, controls 
excessive oiliness of the hair, though 
resorcin has one drawback—it tends 
to stain very light or gray or white 
hair yellowish.

If any new American cardinals are 
to be appointed, Archbishop Hayes, 
of New York, and Archbishop Mun- 
delein, of Chicago, are mentioned as 
the prelates most likely to be accord- 
ed the honor. If only one American 
cardinal is to be created, there are 
many 
that it will be Archbishop Mundelein, 
because all the American cardinals in 
, the past have been from the eastern 
states and they think the time now 
has come for the appointment of a 
member of the sacred college from 
'the middle west. 

Some persons in vatican circles are 


to have its cardinal, and in this con- 
nection the name of Archbishop Han- 
ina, of San Francisco, is being men- 
tioned as a most probable candidate.
